Theſe 7 days were alfo called the Feaſts of 43ymes, vis Armme

Paſche, xa]iFeylw, bc cauſe that thereon the 
Paſchal Lamb'was flain and eaten, as a Type of our ever bleſſed 
Saviours Paſſion and Reſurre&ion , or Exſter; who, as he was 
the Lamb of God that rock away rhe Sins of the World, ſo allo 
was he the Limb ſlain from the begin: ing of the World, for 
Salvation to all the lapſed Race of Adam.

By which new Number o6r Cycle, this Feaſt was appointed ro 
be celebrated nor preciſely ar the firſt 'full Moon of the firſt 
month, but Fatim po#, preſently afrer-;,' viz, upon the Sunday 
next following the firſt fall Moon that ſhould happen after the

T his Inſtitution (as if began under a mutable Berofcaps] 
was not ccntinued above VII. years afcer the great Council © 
Nice. For Anno 330, Pofi Chriſtum, there aroſe many differences 
berween the Greebs and Romans about ir; which Controverfie 
continued near 200 years,and could admit of no Reconciliation, 
And then, jn the time of :he Emperor Jpiitinian, Anno$27. one 
Dionyſius Abbas, a noble Roman, began to frame Tables of Eater, 
according to the mind of the former Council, which he com- 
pleated Anzo 532, Poit Chriftum. Aﬀecr which, by the general 

 Conncil of Chalcedon, it was enated, — That whoever held any 
' other Kaſter than that which the Statutes of Rome appointed to be 
obſerved, ſhould be reputed and proceeded egainft as an Heritich.. 

MI. And this CorreGion having continued 1050 years, V7, 
to Ann0-1582, No man until then, ever daring to preſume ro 
alter the time of this Holy feaſt, But then, Errors being ſo ob» 
vious in the rime of celebraring rheteof;, Pope Gregory the 13. 
was moved to a CorreQion thereof, and (o framed the Paſcha 
. Now#1, or the Gregorian Account. For it was moſt apparently 

ſeen that the Aquinoxes fled backward, viz, from March 21. 
day, to M:rch the 11. day, vx. ten days in time, by reaſon of 
which Anticipation there happen'd ſometimes two full Moons | 
afrer the Vernal Aquinox , before Eafttr could be kepr.

was chargeable with ; which Anticipation, if centued,, iN 
proceſs of time ( as the skilfal in Aſtronomy cbſerve ) our 
bleſſed Saviour, and Sr. 7ohx Baptiſt muſt needs exchange their 
Tropicks, and the Feaſt of Chriſts Nariviry come. to fall 18 
7une, when the © is in G5, ard that of St. 7:5» Baptiſt in De- 
cember, when the © isin vV$, an Ecror greatly behoving Chri- 
ſtian Authoriry to ſee amended, 

For the preventing of this Inconvenience, the Roar Church | 
reform'd their Paſchal Tables to ſuch a degree ct certainty , . 
that they always produce their Faſter on the Sunday following þ 
the firſt full Þ , pot Equrnodiium Vernalem; nearly agreeable to 
the Decree of the Council of Nice; unto which the Rule for 
finding Eafter'in'our Common-Praycr- Book conſents, tho the 
Table of Eater therein, be often contrary thereto.
